1 to this list will be found several 
men who have had previous .inter- 
collegiate debating experience, as 
well as several new inep. ^fessrs. 
Berry and 'Schreiber were mem- 
bers of the team which debated 
With the University of Norjh 
Carolina two, years ago, afid 
Messrs. BovVen and Taylor were 
members of the team which de- 
feated the team representing the 
University of Pennsylvania last 
spring. Mr. Blakesley is a gradu- 
ate of the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California 1 , 
and while at that University ha,d 
considerable debating experience. 
He and Mr. Berry will be remem- 
bered as the two student orators 
at the last commencement. Of the 
othprs, Mr. Thompson has repre- 
sented the Needham Debating So- 
ciety in the inter-societv debates, 
and is a member of the Needham 
team \which will debate the Na- 
tional Law School team on Janu- 
ary 15, and Mr. Keats, who is a 
Sophomore in the College, receiv- 
ed his training in debate on the 
local high school teams. 

Seven men out of this number 
will be selected at the second pre- 
liminary, and at the third prelimi- 
nary a team of two meri and one 
alternate will be chosen. 

George Washington has elected 
to defend the negative side of the 
question, which is, “Resolved, 
T-hat State,. County, and ' City 
Officers should be nominated by 
conventions rather than through 
the direct primary system.” This 
debase is attracting wide atten- 
tion among the universities and 
colleges of the country, as it with

Upon the presentation 
of their, case by Mr. Fowler, a 
prominent Y.M:C.A. athlete, and 
a member df the football team 
this fall, the , Council decided io 
sanction the sport under the con- 
ditions outlined, and appointed 
Mr. O. Horn, who has been in- 
strumental in arousing the en- 
thusiasm, as acting manager. Sub- 
scriptions will be Solicited from 
the students and a schedule ar- 
ranged with most ,of the games 
out of town. 

Track Meet to be February 5 

The Council authorized the an- 
nual track meetj for February 5 at 
Convention 'Hall. The date, while 
a little earlier than- previous years, 
will pllow plenty of time for prep- 
aration and comes at a time when 
the University will feel in its most 
jubilant mood— -the week after the 
semi-finals. It was announced 
that Mr. Myron S. Curtis had 
been elected captain of the track 
team at a meeting of the “W” 
men of last year. Mr. Curtis is 
particularly strong in the high 
jump and is expected fo win sev- 
eral points for the University in 
the present year. 

A committee was appointed by 
the chairman to devise a system 
of accounts for the various man- 
agers in order that full and de- 
tailed reports may be made at the 
conclusion of each sport. 

An interesting report was re- 
ceived from Manager T. E. Hal- 
ler of the football team, in which 
a tentative schedule was present- 
ed. It is too early now to give a 
report of same, but the University 
can rest content that the schedule 
next year will probably be the 
best in the history of its football 
team.

The editor of The Hatchet has 
very generously requested me to 
present in the columns of the stu- 
dent weekly a brief statement in 
regard to the work of the College 
of the Political Sciences. In order 
that the student body may per- 
haps understand a little more 
clearly what is being accom- 
plished in this department of the 
University and what are its plans 
and purposes for the future, 1 am 
gladly availing myself of the op- 
portunity afforded by this request. 

First of all then, why was the 
College of Political Sciences call- 
ed into being? Some years ago 
the old School of Politics and 
Diplomacy, which had been oper- 
ated in close connection with the 
Law School, passed into what the 
late Mr. Cleveland would have 
called innocuous desuetude. It 
is a mistake to think that the pres- 
ent College of Political Sciences is 
in any real sense a revival of this 
old school, the prime purpose of 
which, if I understand it correctly, 
was to give students of the law, 
either in conjunction with, or 
subsequent to, their legal studies, 
some training in what might 
properly be regarded as cul- 
tural courses in the law. This 
is distinctly not the chief 
purpose of the College of Po- 
litical Sciences. On the con- 
trary, I think we may say that the 
College came into being in re- 
sponse to a call from three dis- 
tinct sources ; first, the need for 
an adequate department 


The smoker of the Senior Law 
Class, held in Union Hall on 
Wednesday, December 15, was 
one that will be long remembered 
by those present. It was rhade 
notable not alone because of the 
true college spirit which prevailed, 
hut particularly on account of the 
impression rrtade by the addresses 
of the evening, especially that of 
Dean Vance. 

President Ford addressed the 
class briefly. He. laid special sig- 
nificance upon the work of the re- 
cently organized Advisory Coun- 
cil and told of the good it has al- 
ready accomplished and is bound 
to achieve as soon as the student 
body appreciates its full value. Be- 
fore calling upon Dean Varice, Mr. 
Ford stated that he knew upon 
reliable authority that the Dean 
had decided not to sever his con- 
nection with this institution. The 
burst of applause which immedi- 
ately broke out was quickly dis- 
pelled by the Dean’s quiet state- 
ment that while “it was a matter 
of very great regret to him, he 
felt, in justice to himself, obliged 
to give up the work in which he 
has been engaged for the past six 
or seven years, and had not 
changed his decision.” 

The confirmation of the report 
which had circulated in the begin- 
ning of the year has aroused the 
deepest regret not only among the 
faculty and students in law, but 
in the entire University. 

The University will suffer a 
great loss, even though tempered 
by the knowledge that the posi- 
tion Dean Vance will assume as 
professor in the Yale Law School 
is undoubtedly a most flattering 
tribute to his ability as a scholar 
and lawyer. 

In his remarks Dean Vance 
added he had long felt that in the 
City of Washington, sooner or 
later, “is to be the great law school 
of America,” and that “his faith in 
the future of this law school is not 
one whit diminished.” After re- 
ferring to the struggle of the 
school on account of the lack of 
finances, he added, "that there is 
no doubt at all about the progress 
of the Law School upon the basis 
of high standards and real work;” 
that "clear, hard work along the 
lines that go to make up thinkers 
and lawyers has now become es- 
tablished and there is nothing that 


in con- 
nection with the regular under- 
graduate work of the University 
which should levote itself to the 
field of government, politics, eco- 
nomics. sociology, history, and al- 
lied fields ; second, the demand for 
both general and specialized 
courses in these branches which 
might offer to students the oppor- 
tunity to secure the special train- 
ing needed for entrance to certain 
branches of the public service ; 
third, the necessity for a graduate 
school in Washington which 
would begin at least to make use 
of the marvelous resources here 
at the Capital of the nation for 
scientific research and investiga- 
tion in these branches of knowl- 
edge. 

In the second place, how has 
the College met the call from

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can overturn it.” He predicted 
that “if the general University 
organization were as powerful as 
that of Columbia, Harvard or 
Yale it would not be five yeara be- 
fore this would be the first law 
school in the country,” and that, 
on the other hand, "if we were 
willing at present to run this law 
school on the same rather low 
basis, on a plane inferior to that 
of the best schools, as was the 
case seven years ago, we would 
probably have 700 or 800 students 
in the Law Department alone.” 
He said,' with his customary 
feeling of earnestness, that “the 
kind of men that come to an insti- 
tution which maintains high 
standards and right ideals and 
whose work is based upon a plane 
of lofty honesty and scientific ac- 
curacy will be the kind of men 
'that make greatness for the insti- 
tution.” In conclusion he ex- 
pressed the wish that all the stu- 
dents would be successful in their 
careers. 

Professor Clephane paid a 
glowing and well deserved tribute 
to the Dean and his address made 
such a lasting impression that we 
cannot refrain from quoting it al- 
most in its entirety. After refer- 
ring to his connection with the 
teaching staff since 1807 and the 
installation of Dean Vance about 
seven years ago he continued: 
"We were fairly complacent with 
things as they were, but certainly 
anybody coming to us from the 
outsidfe in a way in which the 
Dean came must necessarily have 
felt that he was subject to criti- 
cism and must have expected to 
be criticised. His position there- 
fore was peculiarly hard and it took 
a man of exquisite tact as well as 
of great learning to properly fill 
the position which the Dean was 
called upon to fill. I may say that 
those of us Who are on the faculty 
watched him as we could not help 
watching him. We got to know 
him. If we had any disposition 
not to know him personally we 
have been drawn despite our- 
selves. and the more we see of 
him the more we realize that at 
last the Law School of this Uni- 
versity haS secured the right man. 
I say to you what I do from the 
standpoint of a member of the 
faculty. I am proud to be able to 
say it because I believe that in 
Mr. Vance I have found one of the 
best friends that it was ever my 
fortune to meet. I believe I ex- 
press what all the members feel 
when I say that they look upon 
him as not only a charming friend 
and a good man, but a proficient 
lawver, and they feel that in fol- 
lowing his leadership they walk 
safely all the time. Of course, 
there have been times when we 
disagreed with the Dean, and we 
sometimes disagree now, but. 
frankly, when we do disagree it 
is never with any feeling of cer- 


tainty that we are right and he is 
wrong. I feel it is only right and 
proper that I should say these 
things because I feel them so 
keenly, and I believe that it is 
only right that in this public ex- 
pression, if you can call it a public 
expression, these remarks be made 
in his presence as he sits here to- 
night. It is a matter of pro- 
found regret with me, as it is 
with all of us, that he sees it 
necessary to sever his relations 
which has existed during all these 
years.” 

Addresses were made by sev- 
eral of the faculty and the stu- 
dents, after which a light lunch 
was served.

Dieges and Clust 
have been awarded the contract 
for the handsomest medals yet 
seen in Washington. For the 
track team the old church at 15th 
and H streets has been secured, 
and Morse of the football team 
has consented to take charge of 
the *>squad. Training heretofore 
has been under some difficulties, 
but the hall and its situation have 
solved much in the way of com- 
fort and expedience and what time 
remains between now and Febru- 
ary 5 should be put in to advan- 
tage, as George Washington 
should make an excellent showing 
this year in track. 

Myrori Curtis has been elected 
captain of the track team and un- 
der his leadership, with the hearty 
co-operation of coach and mana- 
ger, should make a reputation for 
the University. A training 
schedule has been made. From 
3.30 to 4.30 daily, except on Sat- 
urday, and then from 2.30 to 5, 
and on Monday. Wednesday and 
Friday nights from 8 to 9 the 
church will be open for track men 
when the coach and captain may 
be found.

The, question was, “ Resolved, 
That the political party conven- 
tions should be itbolished in favor 
of, a primary election system." 
The Needham Society upheld the 
negative, and scored heavily on 
the question of burden of proof. 
Messrs. Feldman-, Cohen and, 
Gates spoke for Columbian, while 
Messrs. Millett, Sullivan and 
Blakesly represented Needham. 

The feature of the evening from 
a debiting Standpoint was the 
opening speech of Mr. Feldman, 
the forcefulness of his delivery 
and argument exciting favorable 
comment on all sides.

And it 
is supplying tile ...necessary general 
antj Special training to many $tu L 
dents who are looking forward to 
a career ip the public' service. Our 
third rpission- — that of making use 
jt>f the resources here in Wailing- 
ton for iitvestigation along these 
lines— -vvill come only in the ful- 
ness of time, when 1 ' we sl\all have 
attracted to Washington a large 
number of graduate students. 

In the third place, what is the 
character of the courses offered in 
this College? f have already in- 
dicated that some of our courses 
ar^ of a technical character.
